Together, we create free interac- 
tive public events that celebrate 
Boston’s communities, with 
each planning year culminating 
in Common Boston Weekend, a 
citywide architecture festival. 

Last year’s Common Boston 
Weekend was held in advance 
of the AIA National Convention 
and hosted local citizens at open 
buildings, neighborhood tours 
and forums. Programs focused 
on six neighborhoods—or 
“Common Points.” 

Highlights included a 
Roxbury “peakbagging tour” 
led by Simon Hare Assoc. AIA 
traversing Fountain Hill, Fort 


Hill and Mission Hill; neighbor- 
hood food and culture tours in 
Jackson Square and Maverick 
Square led by Nadine Nelson of 
Savor Boston and Discerning 
Taste; a tour of Fort Point 
Channel led by Learning By 
Design; and a sneak preview 

of the Shapiro Cardiovascular 
Center pre-patient entry and 

of the Boston Neighborhood 
Network retrofit in the old 
Egleston Power Station. 

More than 500 people 
(primarily non-architects) par- 
ticipated in last year’s activities, 
with tour groups including resi- 
dents of nearby housing com- 
munities, students, architectural 
enthusiasts and out-of-town 
tourists. The festival also was 
featured in The Boston Globe. 

The festival was capped by 
the d-Party (d for “design”): 

a free rendezvous open to 
anyone involved or interested in 
nonprofits that aim to improve 
Boston’s built environment. 
More than 200 people and 20 
organizations attended, rang- 


ing from The Designery to the 
Urban Arts Institute to Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters. 

Common Boston Weekend 
2009 is June 20 and 21 (Father’s 
Day weekend). Through the lens 
of “Family Room: Designing a 
Liveable City for Families,” the 
festival explores four Common 
Points: Ashmont/Peabody 
Square, Forest Hills, Chinatown 
and Fort Point Channel. Our 
programming also includes 
two citywide events. The first is 
a repeat of the Boston d-Party 
and the second is an ongoing 
photography exhibit showcas- 
ing what architecture means 
to Boston residents and how 
communities are working to 
collectively and effectively shape 
their neighborhoods.

New sustainable-design 
continuing-ed requirement 


BEGINNING JANUARY 1, four 
of the AIA CES Learning Units 
(LUs) required annually must 
focus on sustainable design. 
This change demonstrates the 
AIA’s commitment to sustain- 
able design and will enable 
members to provide greater 
service to clients and commu- 
nity. As sustainability concerns 
move into the mainstream, AIA 
architects committed to and 
fully conversant in sustainable 
design also may have a market 
advantage. 

The sustainable-design 
(SD) requirement does not 
increase the total LU require- 


ment of 18 hours, 8 of which 
must be in health, safety and 
welfare (HSW) subjects; all 
SD programs qualify as HSW. 
Beginning in 2009, your AIA 
transcript will reflect SD LUs 
earned, along with HSW and 
general units.

National AIA president 
Marshall Purnell FAIA set the 
theme of the Convention as “We 
the People.” His status as the 
first African-American presi- 
dent of the AIA could not have 
been more poignantly celebrated 
than at the gathering at the 
Boston Architectural College, 
where he and 2008 Whitney 
Young Award recipient Norma 
Sklarek FAIA were feted for 
their achievements in a profes- 
sion still unwelcoming to people 
of color. The BSA also hosted 
a delicious party at Boston's 
new Institute of Contemporary 
Art, where Boston Mayor Tom 
Menino and Massachusetts 
Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs Ian Bowles welcomed the 
crowd. On the following eve- 
ning, the Boston Public Library 
was transformed by lighting, 
music, food and dancing for the 
huge BSA-hosted party for all 
convention participants. This 
was followed the next morn- 
ing by BSA-arranged tours of 
Fenway Park—and the chance 
to watch Purnell throw out the 
first pitch in that day’s Red Sox 
game. 

Another particularly notable 
event in 2008 was the two-part 
Mass Impact symposium con- 


ceived, planned, designed and 
constructed by a small group 

of wizards led by 2007 BSA 
president Hubert Murray AIA, 
RIBA and invaluable MIT col- 
laborator Andrew Scott Assoc. 
AIA, RIBA. This exploration of 
cities and climate change drew 
several hundred U.S. urban and 
environmental leaders who were 
inspired by keynote speakers 
Jaime Lerner, long-time mayor 
of Curitiba, Brazil, and Nicky 
Gavron, the former deputy 
mayor of London. 

A third remarkable program 
was sparked when a delega- 
tion of BSA members visiting 
Washington in 2007 was asked 
by Rep. Barney Frank to offer 
our ideas for a coherent, ex- 
panded national energy policy. 
That request shaped a special 
BSA charrette that produced a 
significant white paper for Rep. 
Frank. This experience led to 
the expansion of the charrette 
mechanism to focus this year 
on regional issues including 
affordable housing and alterna- 
tive energy, a new center for 
design in Boston, and the future 
of the profession as a diverse 
and significantly reconfigured 
discipline. 

While I pause to lament the 


recent passing of long-time col- 
leagues including Randy Jones 
FAIA, Nina Monastero AIA, 
Darlene Powers, Geoff Langdon 
AIA, Robert Sturgis FAIA, 
Oliver Gillham AIA, David 
Soleau AIA and Ed Talanian 
AIA, I also marvel at the en- 
thusiasm and effectiveness of 
thousands of BSA members and 
allies who every day shape and 
reshape our profession and our 
industry through the vast BSA 
network of 60-plus committees, 
task forces, and other formal 
and informal networks that 
define the BSA. 

Iam indebted to the presi- 
dents who served before me and 
whom I called upon for advice 
and guidance. I cherish the 
experience I have had to benefit 
from the intellectual and profes- 
sional generosity and acumen 
of the members and allies who 
serve on the BSA Board of 
Directors. Iam humbled by the 
extraordinary talent of the BSA 
staff members and the energy 
and enthusiasm for the work 
they do. I am deeply touched 
by the enormous outpouring 
of thoughtful support of our 
members for so many BSA ini- 
tiatives, whether in time, money 
or sheer ingenuity. It is not one 


thing that makes this organiza- 
tion great; I do not know the 
recipe for its success, although 
I suspect it has to do with the 
basic structure that encourages 
inclusiveness, elaboration and 
creativity to thrive side by side 
with the tried and true. 

My successor, 2009 BSA 
president Jim Batchelor FAIA, 
will soon be leading the de- 
velopment of the BSA’s next 
long-range plan and my hope is 
that we will all have had some 
recollections of the headiness 
of making good public policy, 
advocating beauty, justice, and 
sustainability, and shaping the 
BSA and that these recollections 
are poignant enough to make us 
work together and experience 
that success again and again. 

To the members of the BSA, I 
offer my most sincere thanks for 
the opportunity you gave me to 
serve this wonderful organiza- 
tion.
